Dl shows an implant according to the preamble of claim 1. 
Along its peripheral extent, the portion (11, figure 2A) is 
provided with grooves (113) designed' to stimulate bone 
ingrowths and to form a barrier against subsidence around said 
portion. D2 (see figure 3) and D3 (see abstract) also shows an 
implant according to claim 1. 

The implant according to claim 1 therefore is known from Dl, 
D2 and D3 . Consequently, the invention defined in claim 1 
lacks novelty and inventive step. 

The arrangements according to claims 2-5 and 9-10 are also 
previous known from Dl, D2 or D3. Consequently, claims 2-5 and 
9-10 also lack novelty and inventive step. 

The invention is considered to be industrially applicable. 
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
